Students may attend Juniata Col- 
lege or one of the selected liberal arts 
colleges for three years and then Col- 
umbia’s School of Engineering for 
two years.

Medical Technology 


PROGRAM in medical technol- 

ogy has been set up by Juniata 
College to enable students to qualify 
for a degree and ceftification as a 
technologist in less than five years. 


Directly affected would be students 
who desire to become clinical tech- 
nicians performing laboratory tests 
in hospitals, medical research labora- 
tories, public health clinics and of- 
fices of private physicians. 


The plan will enable students to 
complete a three-year program at 
Jumiata and then enter a school of 
medical technology approved by the 
Council on Medical Education and 
Hospitals of the American Medical 
Association. It takes 12-18 months to 
complete the latter program. 

The degree from Juniata College 
would be conferred upon satisfac- 
tory completion of the work of the 
school of medical technology.

HE College has been forced to 
raise tuition and board charges 
beginning with the Summer term, 
because of “cost of living increases.” 
Tuition has been upped fom $12 
to $13 a credit-hour and _ board 
charges have been raised $10 to a 
total of $150 per regular term (Sum- 
mer term board is $85). 

The added income from tuition 
will be used “to adjust faculty salaries 
and cover increased calls for student 
aid,” President Calvert N. Ellis 
stated.

In spite of the increase, the aver- 
age total expenses in residence at 
Juniata College are listed as only 
$890 for combined Fall and Spring 
terms.

Indians against Lycoming College 
on Saturday, May 26, 1951, is the 
first in Juniata College history. 


In spite of another amazing rec- 
ord by the red hot golfers, Detrick’s 
masterpiece copped the headlines in 
the Juniata sports parade for this 
Spring. And there’s more to the 


story. 

When the reandid righthander 
turned back Lycoming 11-0 without 
a hit or run, it was the second no- 
hit game the invaders had lost in two 
days. The day before, Lycoming 
lost to Susquehanna 18-1 getting an 
unearned run but no hits. To top it 
off for Detrick, the victory was his 
first college win. A junior, he had 
not tried out for baseball until this 
season and had been charged with 
one defeat before his magnificant 
performance. 


Detrick allowed only four men to 
reach first- base, two on errors. He 
walked one, hit one with a pitched 
ball and struck out six. From the 
first to the sixth inning he retired 17 
men in a row and he had another 
string of seven straight men retired 
when Umpire Cletus Fate called the 
twilight game after eight innings be- 
cause of darkness and sprinkling 
rain. 

That victory balanced the Juniata 
record at 8-8, but the Indians went 
on to beat Frostburg STC on Alumni 
Day, 6-3, for another winning season 
in baseball—9 victories, 8 defeats.

Art Allen, another Greensburg 
ace, and Tom Cherok, freshman 
from Verona, the two other mem- 
bers of the four-man team which 
won the tournaments, also have 
played an exceptional brand of golf. 
Allen’s three-year mark is 24 wins, 
3 losses and 2 ties. Cherok, runner- 
up last year in the State PIAA tour- 
ney, won 10 and dropped only 1 in 


his first season. 


Both Dave Bayer, Woodbury, N. 
Y., and Tom Sanders, Sewickley, 
aided the team in dual matches. 
Bayer has won 9, lost 8, tied 1 in two 
seasons and Sanders, a freshman, 
won 7 out of 9 this year. 


HE TENNIS team came back in- 

to its own and recorded. a .500 
season with four wins, four defeats 
for the best performance on the 
courts since 1930. Juniata beat In- 
diana STC and Elizabethtown twice 
each while losing to Dickinson, Penn 
State and Lycoming twice. 

Only in track did the Tribe fall 
below the 50-50 mark. The frosh- 
loaded cindermen took Lebanon 
Valley 70-56, but dropped other dual 
meets to Shippensburg STC, Dickin- 
son, and Albright. They again 
placed third behind Bucknell and 
Gettysburg in a three-way contest 
and the four upperclassmen failed 
to score in the Middle Atlantics.

Dr. Francis Harvey Green, 89, well-known 
author, lecturer and former professor at 
Juniata College, died Jan. 23, 1951, during 
a convocation at the Pennington School, 
Pennington, N. J., where he was headmaster 
emeritus for the past seven years. 


Renowned as an educator, a witty after- 
dinner speaker, Dr. Green was known to 
generations of Juniatians because of his 
continuous interest in the college. His last 
appearance at Juniata was on Oct. 4, 1950, 
when he spoke on Juniata’s “humble be- 
ginning” at the first in a series of special 
assembly programs in observance of Juni- 
ata’s 75th anniversary year. 

Dr. Green was professor of English at 
Juniata from 1884 to 1888. He became head 
of the English department at West Chester 
State Teachers College in 1888 where he 
remained until 1921 when he became head- 
master of the Pennington Schdel. He re- 
tired from that position seven years ago. 


For many years he had been president of 
the Chester County Historical Society and 
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also served at one time as president of the 
Pennsylvania State Teachers Association. 
During the 1949 observance of Pennsyl- 
Vania week Green was one of 26 forimer 
Pennsylvanians honored with ‘Pennsyl- 
Vania ambassador’ citations for “outstand- 
ing achievement.” 

Miss Miriam E. Fackler, 1928-1939, spent 
the past year at the University of Colorado 
where she was studying in English litera- 
ture for the Ph.D. degree. She was on a 
leave of absence from Wheaton College, II. 

Margaret Lindsay, former instructor in 
elementary education, 1940-1944, has the 
lead article in the March, 1951, issue of 
the National Education Association Journal. 
She is now an associate professor at Teach- 
ers College, Columbia University. 

Herbert K. Zassenhaus, economics, 1938- 
1946, is an economist with the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund in Washington, D.C. He 
is a research associate in the study of 
American imports in cooperation with the 
National Planning Association for the 
Twentieth Century Fund in Washington.
